Though built like a miniature Sharkey, 
Murphy soon weakened under the shower of 
blows delivered by his opponent and came 
up groggy for the se¢ondi1~und. Stein quick-

Has- 
kell and the manner in which Mr. Bryan ac- 
cepted the Oklahoman’s service and defended 
him, even after the accusations againet him 
became public. Mr. Roosevelt mentions 
many of the shortcomings of which he says 
Haskell is guilty and declares there are 
many others not enumerated. 

Haskell’s Shortcomings Enumerated. 

Those specifically mentioned are: 

That Haskell, as governor of Oklahoma, gave 
illegal privileges te the Prairie Oi] and Gas com- 
pany, a subsidiary of the Standard Oi trust. 

That he secured title to town lots in Muskogee, 
Okla., by fraud, drawing them by the use of a 
Haskell now is under indictment 
on this charge, he says. 

That Haskell offered a fee of $500 to an 
Arkansas lawyer if the latter would lobby in 
the Muskogee council for the passage of a cer- 
tain franchise and then refused payment, al- 
though the franchise was secured. 

That Haskell dodged payment of a judgment 
by a Mew York court for $42,236, and that « 
sheriff's execution failed to recover but $29.60 
of this amount. 

That Haskell was a member of the Citizens’ 
alliance, a body formed te ight the union work- 
ers and prevent the formation of any defensive 
body of laboring men. 


Scores Bryan in Haskell Matter. 

Mr. Roosevelt intimates that Bryan either 
condoned Haskell’s faults or subjected him- 
self to “ wiliful ignorance.” He points out 
that when Mr. Bryan visited Oklahoma iast 
fall he was presented with typewritten copies 
of the charges against Haskell. Mr. Roose. 
velt quotes from the open letter of an Okla- 
homa editor who personally gave these 
charges into Bryan's hands. 

Bryan’s request that Haskell be left for the 
courts to deal with before being adjudged 
guilty of these things is anewered by the 
statement that most of the charged already 
are records of court proceedings, but he adds 
that Mr. Bryan “ may rest assured that the 
interior department will endeavor to see that 
the courts do justice to Mr. Haskell.’’ 

The text df the statement follows: 

“Dear Sir: I have seen your letter pub- 
lished tn thi# morning's papers.

In hardly any important case against 
great law breaking corporations has the gov-~ 
ernment suffered final defeat. 

“ As regards sults to suppress railway 
abuses, under the last democratic admin- 
istratian there were no indictments against 
shippers for receiving rebates or secret rates. 
Under my administrations there have been 
forty-nine indictments for secret rebates, 
resulting in eighteen convictions, and in 
only four cases have these indictments failed.

“*In October, 1906, Mr. Foulke of Rich- 
mond, Ind., was sent to investigate the mat- 
ter of the town site frauds in the Creek 
nation. Mr. Foulke’s report is in the hands 
of the secretary of the interior. <All parties 
connected with these town site frauds have 
used the same means and methods. 


Indians Defrauded by Haskell. 

“* Upon the report filed by Mr. Foulke I, 
as attorney for the Creek nation, was di- 
rected by the secretary of the interior to file 
suite in equity for the cancellation of al! 
deeds to town lots in the Creek nation where 
the same had been secured by fraud. 

“ Proceeding upon instructions and after 
full investigation, I found that Gov. C. N. 
Haskell, among others, had secured deeds to 
a number of lots in Muskogee by conspiracy 
and fraud; that he bad had these lots sched- 
uled in the nameof “* dummies.” or “ straw ”’ 
men who lived in the state of Ohio and else- 
where, and then had them quitclaim back 
to him without consideration. By this dis- 
honest means he succeeded in getting deeds 
to a large number of lots belonging to the 
Creek Indians at one-half their appraised 
value. 

**I have filed a number of suits against 


is charged and the manner of consummating 
it is set out in detail.

He has 
simply, through his attorney, filed dilatory 
motions, such es demurrers, pleading to the 
juriadiction, etc. He dare not answer and 
deny the allegations set up in our bill; such 
an answer would be a sworn lie, and known 
to be by the large number of “ straw "’ men 
and “dummies” he used in perfecting the 
fraud.’

pliance with the laws of the state of Okla- 
homa, and conferred np privilege to cross 
territory in Oklahoma Te of these reser- 
vations. 


Haskell Protectar of Oil Trust. 


“ Gov. Haskell refuses to permit any pro- 
ceedings to be taken against the Standard 
Oll company, although this company de- 
clines to obey the law, of Oklahoma. He 
claims that the Standard Oil's rights were 
superior to the requirqments of the Okla-

While William Jo"Bryan in letter and in 
apeech is promising the full publicity of con- 
tributions to the democratic national cam- 
‘paign fund his confidential representatives 
secretly are promising immunity from pub- 
licity to such donors as may desire it.

Whether the absence of a donation from tha 
oll trust be conclusive evidence that noné 
wae given may be judged in the light of the 
scheme for suppressing contributions put in 
operation by the campaign managers. 


Michigan Literature Shows Scheme. 
A glimpse of the convenient arrangement 
is given in a series of letters sent broadcast 
through the state of Michigan by F. E. Pulte, 
who writes that he has been.“ commissioned 
by the national committee "’ to solicit funds 
in that state. 
“ Gov. C. N. Haskell, treasurer of the na- 
tional committee,” he writes after making a 
fervid appeal for funds, *‘ will mail to each 
contributor a Hthographed souvenir receipt 
"A complete list of all contributors (un- 
less otherwise stipulated) in the state of 
Michigan, containing their addressesand the 


 gmount’ contributed. wil! be published in 


pamphiet form, a copy of which will be 


mailed to each subscriber.’ 

“Uniess otherwise stipulated,’ it will be 
observed, is the cunningly devised evasion 
which makes ft possible for Mr. Bryan's 
financial agents to gather in large contri- 
butfione from questionable sources without 
giving the publicity which the candidate 
promises in his speeches. 


Can “Stipulate” a Suppression. 

All a prospective donor who shrinks from 
publicity, like the Standard Oll company, has 
to do is to take the hint from the letters 
sent out on behalf of the nationa) commit- 
tee and “stipulate” a suppression of his 
contribution. 

Most of the appeals for funds being sent out 
by the democratic managers contain blank 
pledges of $6, $10, $25, and $100 each. The 
prospective contributor is requested to sign 
one of as large a denomination as possible 
and return it to C. N. Haskell.

NEW THREAT FOR SALOON MEN 


Injunctions May Be Asked to Stop 
Sales of Liquor on Sunday. 


PLAN SUCCEEDS IN MATTOON, 


Violation of Order Means Imprison- 
ment for Contempt of Court. 


Sunday saloons, having enjoyed a vacation 
from the activities of Arthur Burrage Far- 
well «ct al., may soon be made the object of a 
new line of attack from a new quarter. 

Since juries refuse to convict it is likely 
that injunctions may be resorted to to keep 
the dram shops closed on Sundays. The 
Anti-faloon league is fathering the new 
movement. 

Encouragement to reopen the fight and the 
inspiration as to how to win it come from 
Mattoon, IIL, where.a citizens’ league has 
succeeded in doing what the Chicago foes of 
fum failed to do. For some time investi- 
gators from the Chicago Anti-Saloon league 
have been investigating thie triumph in Mat- 
toon, and thelr findings may soon be forged 
into a thunderbolt against the defiant saloon- 
keepers. 

Sales Stopped by Injunction. 

Mattoon voted dry at the spring election, 
but for a time the victory seemed a barren 
one. Proprietors of supposedly soft érink 
establishments sold beer and whisky openly, 
but in every case brought by the city a hung 
jury resulted. This was the result no mat- 
ter how positive and convincing was the 
evidence of guilt. When the city’s energy 
was exhausted in the futile conflict a eciti- 


zens’ league Was formed and new tactics 
adopted. 
The city council passed an ordinance mak- 


ing any prosecutions brought by the league 
binding on the city. Then the City court was 
asked to enjoin the alleged “ bootleggers ”’ 
from selling liquor on the ground that it was 
contrary to law, injurious to property val- 
uations, and degrading to morals.

THE GUARANTY ISSUE. 

The manager of th publicity depart- 
ment of the demovrati: national commit- 
tee has told the reacsrs of Tee Triscne 
that In his opinion the propositi.n on 
which thé election will turn will not be 
the tariff or any of the old familiar issues, 
but a brand new one—the guaranty of 
bank deposits, But if that issue, which 
has not the remotest interest for a con- 
siderable percentage of the voters, were 
te be the paramount one, how would the 
election be likely to turn out? 

There exn be no question as to the re- 
sult in Massachusetts. If Mr. Bryan's 
guaranty scheme had been applied to the 
banking institutions of the state during 
the last ten years they would have paid 
into the guaranty fund $14,000,000, but 
depositors in failed banks within the state 
would have got out of the fund only 
$40,000. It is easy to imagine how New 
York or New Jersey would vote. They 
would have paid in millions under the 
Bryan plan and drawn out next to noth- 
ing. It is only in states where banks are 
supposed to be weak and badly managed 
and where failures are apprehended that 
depositors would like to have solvent 
banks in other states taxed to make good 
their. losses. 

I.° more this alleged paramount issue 
ir looked into the more appxrent are its 
defects. When one of ‘its flagrant de- 
fects is exposed Mr. Bryan's attempt 
to mend matters only makes them worse, 
Thus, as United States Treasurer Treat 
said to the Maryland Bankers’ associa- 
tion last week, Mr. Bryan’s attention was 
called to the injustice of imposing a 
uniform tax on deposits to create a 
guaranty fund when the money rates dit- 
fer widely in different parts of the coun- 
try. Depo:'ts earn more in one state than | 
in another. Mr. Bryan's answer was that 
this could easily be remedied by estab- 
lishing one rate of interest for all de- 
posits to be guaranteed. If that were 
tried the bankers, wherever the natural 
rate of interest exceeded that prescribed 
by Mr. Bryan, would be almost inevitably 
tempted to evade the law. 

Mr. Treat invited attention to the fact 
that the deposits in commercial banks 
represent to a considerable extent loans 
by them to depositors on the security of 
personal notes or collateral. The balances 
of the largest depositors are not repre 
sented so much by monetary deposite as 
by the credit which the bank has ex- 
tended them. “ Why, then,” asked Mr. 
Treat, “should the shareholders of a 
bank be compelled to tax themselves to 
guarantee a credit deposit that they have 
extended to a customer of the bank?” 

The taxation of sound banks to pay the 


fensible unless those shall be given power 
to regulate these so that they may not 
fail. But that would mean a close com- 
‘union of national banks, something. 


Probably he would prefer. to see the en- 
‘tire banking business conducted by the 
government and money loaned to the geo- 
ple om easy terms. 

If bank deposits were to.be guaranteed 
the matter would not stop there. Citizens 
of Chicago and San Francisco have been 
heavy losers through the failure of fire 
insurance companies. Mr. Bryan’s next 
program may include a demand that the 
solvent companies shall make good the 
losses of the insolvent ones. Life insur- 
ance companies have failed disastrously. 
Taen why not make the surviving com- 
panies pay their debts? The people have 
lost more by broken insurance com- 
panies of different kinds than by broken 
banks. Where will this business of guar- 
anteeing end if it shall once begin?

In the twelfth and thirteenth centuries 
Bisham abbey was, as ite name implies, the 
home of a réligious order, amd of the old 
monastic buildings the refectory and an 
octagonal tower remain. The rest of the 
abbey, as it existe today, dates from the 
sixteenth century, when it was partially re- 
built by Sir Philip Hoby, to whom it had 
been granted by King Henry VIII. It had 
previously been the home of Queem Anne 
of Cleves, who writes regarding the place, 
when it was taken from her to be bestowed 
by the king on Sir Philip, declaring “I was 
well content to have continued there without 
exchange.”’ 

The pregent owner has been one of the most 
distinguished members of the civil service 
of ‘the crown, and for years filled the office 
of secretary to the admiralty. His father, 
the late Edward Vansittart Neale, achieved 
eelebrity in connection with the inauguration 
of the coiperative movement, which he 
helped wistintingly, both in purse and person.

As usual at this time of the year, When the 
hunting season opens, there is an outcry in 
the press against the government for its 
alleged extravagance in continuing to main- 
tain and preserve immense game stocked 
state forests In varfous parts of France, 
which are of use to no one except the nobles 
of the district, who are openly royalists in 
their political sympathies and affiliations. 
Aside from the president, who is content with 
the shooting of the state forests of + 
bouillet. and of Compiegne, the only people 
entitled to hunt and shoot in the state forests 
scattered all over France are the ao-palied 
lieutenants de Louveterie. 

Their office is a curious instance of the 
survival of one of the oldest monarchical in- 
stitutions through vicissitudes that have 
swept away thrones, dynasties, and Political 
systems. Trué, the grand wolf hunter of the 
court of France, or “ Grand Louvetier de 
Franece,’"’ who ranked as one of the greet 
dignitaries of the crown, on a par with th 
grand cup bearer, the grand huntsman, an 
the grand master of the horse, disappeared 
along with the remainder of the monarchical 
system, when Louis XVI. an@ his consort, 
Marie Antoinette, were guillotined at the 
close of the eighteenth century. 

But the destruction of the wolves, whichto | 
this day infest portions of France, appeared | 
s0 important to the republican authorities 
that by a decree bearing the daté of 19 
Piuvius, im the year 5 of the revolution, the! 
titles and functions of provincial lieutenants 
de Louveterie were reéstablished, and this 
revolutionary edict was confirmed on the 
restoration of Louis XVIII. ina law bearing 
the date of Aug. 20, 1814, which is in force 
today. |

The post carries with K& no salary, but con- 
fers a number of prerogatives, including the 
privilege over all the lands of the depart- 
ment, whether public or private, the right not 
only of hunting but also of shooting in the 
state forests of the district, which are mal 
tained and the game there preserved at gov- 
ernment expense.

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GUARANTY OF BANK DEPOSITS, 
Havana, Ill., Sept. 26—{Editor of The 
Tribune.]—In his recent speech at the New 
York democratic convention W. Jd. Bryan is 
quoted as using the following language: 

‘ The depositor krfows that the federal gov- 
ernment requires security when it deposits 
in national banks; he knows that the state, 
the county, and the city demand security 
when they deposit in banke; he knows that 
tue fraternal orders demand security, and he 
ie beginning to ask why he afone ts left un- 
protected in case of a bank failure, and the 
question will be asked with more and more 
emphagis until he is anewered with security.” 

As far as my knowledge goes there is no 
bank in the country that puts up security 
for deposits except it be for United States 
deposits. What Mr. Bryah meant to say 
probably was that in the case of the state, 
county, and city deposits, the state, county, 
and city guaranteed themselves against loss 
by the requirement of a bond from the treas- 
urer of such state, county, or city. Fre- 
quently, perhaps, but not always so, bankers 
are on the bonds of such officers. Such bonds 
are not given primarily to cover losses from 
bank failures, but from any conceivable 
cause, any possible losses, defaication of 
official, embezzlement, or any malfeasance of 
public trust.

Care of a Hair Brush. 


The hair brush should be washed at least 
once @ week, and fastidious women who re-

Beat the whites of five 
eges with a spoonful of currant jelly until 
they are thick. Drop this by epoonfuls upon 
the custard. Keep in a cold place until 
ready to serve, 

SYLLABUB—Take the juice of @ large 
lemon, and the yellow rind pared thin, one 
glass of brandy, two glasses of white.wine, 
and one-quarter of a pound of powdered 
sugar. Put these ingredients in a pan and 
let them remain all night. The next day: 
whip together one pint of rich cream and 
the whites of two eggs until they are a stiff 
froth. Beat all together and sérve in tal! 
jelly glasses.

A good way to cook eggs is to put them in 
the water as soon as it is put on the fire, in- 
stead of waiting, until it boila The shells 
will not crack, and they will be done the same 
all through, whereas, if they are dropped in 
when the water boile the whites will be hard 
while 'the yolks are stil) soft For soft 
boiled eggs remove the vessel from the fire 
when the water commences to boil, but leave 
the eggs in it two minutes longer. To fry 
them so the white# are not crisp about the 
edges, cover the pan; take it from the fire 
as soon as it is thoroughly hot, and leave 
the eggs in a few minutes, The whites will

City to Give the Oak Park Road 
Choice of Alternatives. 


NEW ORDINANCE IN RESERVE 


It Will Be Put Into Effect Unless De- 
mands Are Granted. 


=e 


A 2 cent fare from Fifty-second avenue 
downtown was found yesterday to be one of 
the visitations of the " big stick ” prepared 
by Mayor Busse, Corporation Counsel E. J. 
Brundage, and Commissioner of Track Ele- 
vation Walter J. Raymer for the Chicago 
and Oak Park elevated if that road persists 
in ignoring the city’s demand for track ele- 
vation to the city limits, 

An ordinance which can be put [nto oper- 
ation at any time makes possible this inroad 
into the road's revenues, and, what is also 
regarded as vital, insures transportation 
for the citizens living near the road from 
Fifty-second avenue to Austin avenue, 
which is the strip the road does not want to 
elevate. It contentions advanced by elevated 
officiale are correct, the 2 cent fare would 
be unprofitable, and the more passengers the 
road carried the more reason it would have 
to regret its refusal of the track elevation 
ordinance which wes proffered by the coun- 
ell. . 

The ordinance ip question was by 
the old town of Cicero and accepted by the 
Lake street surface line and the Oak Park 
elevated road, then known as the Lake Street 
elevated. 

It provides that the elevated road shall 
accept transfers from the Lake street sur- 
face line at Fifty-second avenue, when 
such transfers are ordered issued, and under 
it the & cent fare paid by the passenger 
would be divided equally between the two 
roads. Deducting a half cent per passen- 
ger for the Union Loop company, the elevated 
road is left with e 2 cent fare for the haul, 


Just a Question of Transfers. 


Mr. Raymer discuesed the ordinance when 
asked what would become of citizens living 
west of Fifty -eecond avenue in cage the city 
should stop al) elevated trains west of that 

int. 

“It would be simply ad question of trans- 
fers,” he said. ‘*‘ The Oak Park road would 
have to accept them, and while the citizens 
would not find it so convenient as riding all 
the way downtown on one road, they are 
willing te put up with the bother In order to 
get the tracks elevated. It is not likely 
the plan would have to be employed at great 
length. 

“ The Oak Park elevated’s complaint that 
it hase no money to do the work can be met 
by the simple proposition that if the com- 
pany’s issued stock corresponded in any de- 
gree to the value of the road, it could pay 
{ts bills. It is not a hardship to insist that 
the people shall not suffer from the road's 
overcapitalization.”

City Traction Expert M.-B. Hereley an- 
nounced yesterday that the seat question on 
the union loop is capable of solution in sev- 
éra) ways without obstruction to the pub- 
lic, and that as many seats as possible will 
be put in. 

“(These seats are not going out In the rain, 
or in unsheltered places,”’ Mr. Hereley said. 
“They will be placed under the canopies, 
where they will efford rest and protection

. Manipulation Is a Factor. 

Two thinge are made plain by a study 
of these facts. The first is that the manip- 
ulation had been largely concentrated upona 
small number of stocks, and that it had 
attracted practically no public following 
whatever. Again, the slump proved how 
unstable a movement becomes when those 
fostering it permit it to far outrun business 
and other conditions upon which it finally 
must rest. 

At the maximum of the depression in prices 
last week the level was presumably fatriy 
representative of fundamental conditions 
which are so slowly righting themselves, 
Any additions to these prices without cor- 
responding betterment in business are artifi- 
cial. Financial markets were so busily en- 
gaged in attempts to keep up with politica) 
developments that the scanty news from 
the industrial and raflroad worlds received 
little attention.
